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3 STEM TURN

A stem turn is just a modified snowplow turn, 
Tts main use is to link a traverse in one direction 
with a traverse lower down the hill in the other 
direction. As part of thé American technique, 
the stem turni¢ designed to get the skier accus- 
tomed to coming from. a traverte into what is 


really a. snowplow turn, 


Frot the traverse position (with skis parallel), 
the uphill ski is stemmed or lifted slightly ny 
placed uphill, which puts the skis into an open 
or snowplow position, ‘The downhill ski remains 
on the same track as in the traverse position, but 


‘will stem as the turn approaches the fall line, 
. The skier's weight Is gradually shifted to the 


aterimed ski, With the upper body angled over 
the weighted ski, the outside or uphill shoulder 
ig dropped slightly back and over the outside or 


uphill ski, the one pointed in the direction of 
the turn. 


After the fall Ine fs reached, the turn com- 
pleted, and change of direction made, the skier 


Aises up slightly and allows. the skis to run to- 
gether into the new parallel traverse position.
